This  year  the  eighth-grade 
math  class  tried  something 
new.  Early  in  May,  the  classes 
divided  into  two  groups.  The 
first  group  learned  how  to  im- 
prove working  the  four  opera- 
tions involving  fractions  and 
decimals.  The  other  group  went 
on  to  learn  the  basics  in  algebra 
and  square  roots. 

The  seventh-graders,  mean- 
while, were  learning  to  add, 
subtract,  multiply,  and  divide 
fractions  and  decimals.  Both 
grades  learned  how  to  find 
volume  and  area  of  various 
objects. 

The  health  class,  though, 
learned  about  nutrition, 
diseases,  and  human  growth 
and  development.  When  learn- 


ing the  latter,  the  classes 
visited  the  McMillen  Health 
Center.  Health  teacher  Paula 
Pitcher  felt  the  students  learn- 
ed a  lot. 

The  science  classes  this  year 
had  to  adjust  to  general 
science.  Last  year  the  eighth- 
graders  did  experiments  with 
chemicals  and  the  seventh- 
graders  did  experiments  with 
energy  and  forces  at  work.  This 
year  both  classes  learned  about 
science  in  general.
